FEDERAL GOVERNMENT PLANS 


TO CONTINUE "EASY" MONEY 


IN 9RDER TO SPUR RECOVERY 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.— W)— 
The government began today 
a 
new credit-easing course of action 
designed to assure continuance of 
the "easy" money which fiscal au- 
thorities have credited with spur- 
ring business recovery. 
It provides, (1) For cxpondilure 


of $300,000,000 of Iho treasury's 
"frozen" gold hoard— the first re- 
lease since tho gold "storllir.utlon" 
program was bogun last December; 
and, (2) For open market pur- 
chases of short-term government 
securities. 
This program wus agreed upon 
lato yesterday by tho Federal Bu- 
reau Board. Fiscal /experts said it 
was a logical continuation of the 
board's recent policy of lowering 
rediscount rates of reserve Imnku. 
It also marked, they said, a dis- 
tinct / reversal 
of the policy 
of 
tightening money rates Initiated 
with the gold Btorlllzation 
pro- 
gram. At that time, however, banks 
held largo surplus lendablo funds. 
The policy then was to prevent 
credit Inflation. 
The opjn market inn-chases ,ol 


tho reserve board's open markci 
committee. The effect of both this 
operation and the release of gold 
from the treasury's Inactive ac- 
count will bo to swell banks' sup- 
plies of excess reserves, or lend- 
uble money. 
These reserves, which form the 
basis for credit expansion, now 
total about $750,000,000 Although 
tho rcHerve board was said to con- 
sider this sum presently adequate 
to provide an abundance of crodii 
at low Interest rates, officials cltec 
! llmt fall and Christinas currency 
and credit demands customarily 
reduce excess reserves by $400- 
000,000 to $000,000,000. 
In releasing $300,000,000 of Its 
$1,370,000,000 " s t e r i l i z e d " gold 
holdings, tho treasury will Issue 
that sum of gold certificates to 
federal reserve banks, which will 
credit tho -treasury with a $300,- 
000,000 deposit. 
The treasury then can draw on 
this deposit for day-to-day spend- 
ing and tho money fill flow into 
comcmrcia.l banks, increasing their

statements will be heard but writ- 
ten statements are preferred and 
til should be submitted in quln- 
tupllcate, according to the rifles 
of the hearings.

The 
form that appears suddenly, with 
great pain and sickness Is acute. 
Chronic appendicitis may extend 
over a long period of time and 
consists of slight attacks at In- 
tervals, but, at some time, there 
will usually occur 
an

worse than any before and the 
disease may then become seri- 
ous."In tho presence of abdominal 
pain, give nothing by 
mouth. 
Never give laxatives. Apply an 
ice pack.

stomach" caused by appendicitis, 
little danger is experienced, but 
tho surgeon's work is made more 
difficult and tho patient's chance 
of recovery considerably lessened 
when there Is a long delay In 
seeking medical help, and especial- 
ly If a cathartic has been given. 
How to prevent appendicitis? 
Keep the body In perfect health 
as long as possible. Watch your 
teeth,

tonsils, 
any 
place 


whero an 
Infection may occur. 


Get plenty of good food, plenty 
of sleep, plenty of exercise. Have 
a thorough medical examination 
at least once a year and have 
your teeth examined and clean- 
sed by a dentist at least once ev- 
ery six months. This kind of 
watchfulness will not only help 
you to avoid appendicitis, It will 
help you to avoid other llnesses 
as well.

killed, and 2,000,000 Chi- 
nese are said to have fled 
from their homes. 


Yet expert observers say 


this engagement is strateg- 
ically unimportant. The real 
fighting, 
they 
maintain, 


will be in northeastern Chi- 
na, the country's richest in- 
dustrial area, whose natur- 
al wealth of coal, iron, and 
so on are coveted by Japan. 
It is there that both gov- 
ernments are concentrating 
most of their troops. The 
Japanese fighting at Shang- 
hai has been done mainly 
by ' warships, 
airmen and 


marines. And the Chinese 
command, 
while 
rushing 


large 
bodies 
of 
infantry 


there, has sent little artil- 
lery. China's big guns, too, 
are in the north. 


Obviously it would make 


a wonderful addition to Ja- 
pan's growing empire if she 
could add the "five north- 
ern provinces" centering at 
Peiping and making a solid 
block of territory with Man- 
choukuo and Korea. 
That 


would give Japan a conti- 
nental empire big and rich 
enough to keep her consol- 
idating and developing it 
for many years. 


But 
attention naturally 


turns back to the curious 
case of Shanghai. There are 
suggestions that this amaz- 
ing assault 
was 
launched 


rather irresponsibly by the 
naval group, which is jeal- 
ous of the military group. 
If there is really such a lack 
of unity in the war program 
now, what may happen la- 
ter on, in Tokio, if the Chi- 
nese continue strengthening 
their resistance north and 
south?

Carnegie 
found 


vast riches in making steel. 
Henry Ford, with the one 
line of automobiles, came 
next, surpassing Carnegie. 
The banking Morgans have 
had more power than Ford, 
with 
less 
wealth. 
After 


these come perhaps half a 
dozen builders of big mod- 
ern fortunes, of whom An- 
drew 
Mellon, 
Pittsburgh 


magnate and Secretary of 
the United States Treasury, 
has been latterly in 
the 


public eye. His wealth, or 
that of his immediate fam- 
ily, 
after 
liberal 
public 


gifts, is estimated as high 
ag $500,000,000. 


The first three of these 


modern fortunes were made 
chiefly 
in 
new 
contribu- 


tions to the industrial age 
—oil, 
steel, 
motor 
cars. 


Bankers stimulate many in- 
dustries 
but create few. 


Mellon has been 
a 
big 


banker and oil man, but 
has also held large alum- 
inum interests, and with his 
family has ranked -for some 
time as the biggest factor 
in this new, growing indus- 
try. He may therefore de- 
serve to rank, in industrial 
creativeness, after the first 
big three. His public life, 
as financier and diplomat, 
is reckoned by many as less 
significant than his indus- 
trial career. 


New industries, and im- 


provements in old ones, will 
make other new fortunes, 
but will they be so great? 
With the present trend of 
thought and action regard- 
ing private fortunes, 'in this 
and other lands, it doesn't 
seem likely that we shall 
have any more billionaires 
—or even half-billionaires. 
Wealth 
increases, 
public 


and private, but more and 
more it is trimmed at the 
top and spread at the bot- 
tom. 


GARNER'S RISE 


One of the amazing de-i 


velopments of the last few1 
months is the rise of John 
Nance Garner to popularity 
as presidential timber for 
1940. The Gallup Poll need 
not be taken too seriously 
as actually indicating what 
ihe public will think two 
years from now. Both in 
April and in August, Post- 
master General James M. 
Farley leads the list of can- 
didates proposed 
by 
the 


people in case Roosevelt is 
out of the running. When 
the time actually comes, it 
is not at all likely that Far- 
ley will stand a chaifce. But 
it is interesting that Garner 
has moved from fifth place, 
behind Farley, Earle, Mur- 
puhy and McNutt, into the

Barkley of Kentucky, not 
mentioned at all in April, 
now has fourth place.

AUSTIN, Sept. 11.—(IP)—Govern- 
or James V. Allred today formally 
proclaimed tho second extraordin- 
ary session of the 46th legislature 
to convene on Sept. 27 and con- 
sider revenue-raising problems. 
In proclaiming tho previously 
announced conclave, the governor 
stated the general fund was oper- 
ating under a deficit of $15,000,- 
000; that the past regular session 
had increased appropriations; that 
income of the general fund did not 
equal outgo by at least $4,500,000 
a year, and that no revenue meas- 
ures were passed by the legislature 
when last convened. 
Allred also listed his previously- 


mentioned reasons for trie session 
which included: 
Need of additional moneys for 
support of old age pensions which, 
he said, was $1,628,000 In debt; 
that on Aug. 23 the people had 
voted social security measures for 
tho needy blind and 
dependent 


children whlc hnecessltated addi- 
tional funds and that It was de- 
sirable the general fund deficit be

France, Britain, Greece, Turkey, 
Yugoslavia, Egypt, Rumania and 
Bulgaria,—will be responsible for 
policing their territorial waters.

will have special control of the 
Black sea. 
It also is understood that in- 
dividual nations will have certain 
liberty In taking what action they 
may deem to be desirable to pro- 
vtect their own merchant, fleets. 
Whether Italy participates or 
not, it was made clear, Britain 
and France will go ahead with 
their efforts to safeguard shipping 
lanes In the Mediterranean, 
Italy and Germany had. refused 
to take part in the conference be- 
cause, among other reasons, Soviet 
Russia accused Italy of attacks on 
two Soviet ships.

Treasury ledgers disclosed today 
that the deficit has fallen below 
that of a year ago for tho first 
time since this fiscal period be- 
gan July 1. 


Through September 8, the deficit 


totaled {433,000,000 or 
$10,000,000 


under that of the same date last 
year. The J433,000,000 deficit, how- 
ever, was $15,000,000 over that es- 
timated 
by President Roosevelt 


for the entire fiscal year. 


Treasury 
officials 
expressed 


confidence the spread between In- 
come and outgo will be narrowed 
during the remainder of this year. 
They predicted that next 'June 30 
will find the deficit substantially 
under Mr. Roosevelt's estimate.

coming months and that the new 
law designed to shut tax loop- 
holes will give a further lift to 
rising federal revenues.
